IMPROVINa OUR PARKS 


Appleton's 
chances 
for 
winning 


the Better Cities contest inaugurated by 
the Wisconsin Conference of Social \\ orks 
have been seriously jeopardized by the 
scant attention which has been given to 
public parks, it has been disclosed. That 
this citv, one of the most beautiful and 
cultured in the middle west, has been so 
negligent in its provision for public rec- 
reation and entertainment, it is the sad 
commentary^ our progressivcness. Our 
record for park maintenance and improve- 
ment is the poorest in Wisconsin. 


Appleton ranks high in the ratio of 


park acreage to population, but it is de- 
plorably low in the percentage of im- 
proved park lands, and its expenditures 
for park improvements and^mamtenance. 
only ~6 cents for each person in the city, 
is the very lowest of any city in its class 
in Wisconsin. This condition cannot con- 
tinue if Appleton'hopes to maintain its 


- reputation as a desirable city in which to 


live.

The late Henry Renter, while mayor, 


opened .the way to systematic park im- 
provement by appointing a board of park 
commissioners, but unfortunately little 


• 
has-been' done so far toward making our 
parks usable. 
The commissioners this 


• 
year' complete^ a plan for a comprehen- 
sive improvement of Pierce park but'the 
plan was nullified when it was -discovered 
that the legislature had changed a law to 


» 
make if impossible for the board to float 
a bond issue to finance the work. It was 
the intention of the commissioners to con-

centrate on Pierce park this year. Later 
other parks were to be given similar treat- 
ment. 


But the plans and specifications are 


gathering dust in the city hall, and there 
is no indication when they will be 'used. 
It is understood that it is the intention^of 
the park commissioners to ask the-city 
council to provide the money so that the 
improvement plans can be carried out, but 
so far nothing of an official nature has 
been done. 


The council soon will prepare its esti- 


mates of receipts of expenditures for the 
next year, and it should include a liberal 
sum for park improvement in its budget.
